They were replaced, respective- 
ly, by General Kazushige Ugaki, 
Lieut. Gen. Seishiro Itagaki and 
Selhin Ikeda. 
It was likely the shakeup was 
a prelude to stronger efforts to 
push the war on China to quick 
victory, taking full advantage of 
last week's capture of Suchow and

Reporters in the press gallery 
understood Dies to say a member 
of congress had marie the speech 
and at first Dies confirmed that 
understatfclTng In reply Ho a note 
sent to him on the house floor. 
Later, however, he told newsmen 


he had state*-! a bund member had 
urged assassination. He explained 
he had misread the note of inquiry. 
The Texan did not name the 


camp or amplify the charge. 
He started debate on his resolu 
tion to authorize an investigation I 
by a. seven-man house committee 
of the extent, character and objec- 
tives of un-American propaganda. 
Dies said he was not an alarmist 


but that he had had "shocking" in- 
formation supplied to him concern- 
ing the extent of a nazi movement. 


He said there were 32 nazi camps 
which claimed a membership of 
480,000, and that he had seen pho- 
tographs showing- men "marching 
and saluting the Swastika." 
"I 
have 
information," 
Dies 


added, "that certain individuals 
and groups have contributed funds 
for the purpose of encouraging a 
fascist or nazi movement in this 
country." 
The proposed investigation will 


not be directed at the German- 
Amcricnn people, Dies asserted, 
because "there is no more loyal 
class" of citizen, generally. 
Nor, he added, would the inves- 
tigation in any way abridge the 
right of a person to "express an 
honest conviction and enjoy free- 
dom of speech."

LABOR LEADER OF 


MINNESOTA SLAIN 


BY AN ORGANIZER 


Arnold Johnson Admits Kill- 


ing Brown After Quar- 


rel Over Money. 


MINNEAPOLIS (UP). Arnold 


Ralph Johnson, 33, told police that 
he killed William S. Brown, power- 
ful twin cities labor leader, "be- 
cause I thought Brown had too 
much money. Johnson was an or- 
ganizer for the General Drivers 
union. Local No. 544, of which the 
41-year-old Brown was president. 
Authorities naid indictment of 
Johnson on first degree murder 
would be asked before a grand 
jury Tuesday. 


'He doesn't remember 
much 
about the killing," Chief of De- 
tectives James Mullen said. 
"He 
had been drinking heavily. 
But 
he has signed a statement ad- 
mitting- he shot Brown in a quarrel 
over money." 


Brown was shot to death about 
8:15 p. m., Mullen said, and for 
almost three hours after that time 
Johnson went from bar to bar 
telling union members and other 
acquaintances that he had shot the 
labor leader. 


None of them believed him, Mul- 


len said, and it was not until 11 
p. m. that Jack Smith, a vice pres- 
ident of the union, and Vincent 
Dunne, another union member,"* de- 
cided to check up. 
They found 
Brown's body slumped over the 
wheel of his car on a north side 
street. 
Two women found in Johnson's 
quarters were taken into custody 
and were held for investigation. 
Johnson told of making a round 


of bars Wednesday afternoon with 
Brown. He said they argued about 
union funds. 


"Finally," Chief of Police Frank 
P. Forestal said Johnson told him, 
"Brown pulled out a roll of bills, 
about $2OO. 
"Johnson -aaid he thought Brown 


had obtained the money where he 
shouldn't have, and that he would 
take it. 
"He asked Brown for the money, 
and drew a gun when Brown re- 
fused. Brown took a swing at him, 
he says, and he fired two shots." 
Brown was the No. 1 plaintiff in 
a suit filed in February against the 
Daily Worker, New York City, the 
main organ 
of the communist 
party in the United States. He, 
the Dunne brothers and Farrell 
Dobbs, a member of the union, 
asked $470,000 damages for ar- 
ticles in the Daily Worker linking 
them with the 
criminal

CEDILLD REVOLT IS 


MARKED BY CLASHES 


Government Destroys Rebel 


Airdrome—Spreads to 


Guanajuato. 


SAN LUIS POTOSI, Mexico. 
(UP). The revolt of Gen. Saturmno 
Cedlllo reached new intensity with 
violent clashes between his gueril- 
las and government forces in which 
many were killed 


Government airplanes destroyed 
a rebel airdrome nt El Rucio, "kill- 
ing many followers" of the out- 
lawed army commander. 
Rebels 


destroyed the villages of Yerba- 
buena, where, It was reported, the 
"majority of residents" were slain 
and their homes set afire. 
Destruction 
of 
the 
airdrome, 
government officials asserted, crip- 
pled Cedillo's aerial power badly. 


The Cedillistaa' gasoline supplies 


were destroyed in the raid, a war 
office communique asserted, and 
an undetermined number of rebels 
killed by machine gun fire. 
Rebel and federal troops clashed 


in scattered sections of the state, 
but the most violent fighting was 
in Guanajuato state directly south 
of San Luis Potosi, where a rebel 
band attacked the village of Yer- 
babuena. 
State gendarmes and 
troops 
counter 
attacked 
and 
chased the Cedillistas to La S 
ceda, where a pitched battle was 
fought. According to the news- 
paper Universal, additional federal 
troops under Gen Bonifacio Sa- 
linas arrived and dispersed the in- 
surgents.

Strategy which bore its first fruit 
In the house vote on the wage- 
hour bill was conceived one eve- 
ning several weeks ago The time 
was shortly before the president's 
departure for his most recent fish- 
ing trip; the place, the dinner ta- 
ble of a powerful official; the oc- 
casion, a meeting of the president's 
general staff 


The meeting waa initiated by 
James Roosevelt, acting, as usual, 
as his lather's personal represent- 
ative. The president had not de- 
cided just how to cut thru the 
strange tangle in which the wage- 
hour measure was then involved 
Some decision had to he reached 
before he left Washington. 


And, 
thru young Roosevelt, the 


president had given plenary au- 
thority to make the decision to the 
in.en around the table. 


Of an accretion of such small in- 
cidents, history is made. But for 
us, at this moment, the incident 
has more than an historical inter- 
est. To the simple question, who 
runs, the government? The cap- 
ital's whispering galleries give 50 
"inside'1 
but 
contradictory 
an- 
swers. In the quiet dinner of the 
president's general staff, a con- 
crete and authentic answer may be 


* found. 


These Run It. 


The staff members are: 
Harry L. Hopkins, the obscure 


•ocial 
worker 
who rose 
with 
Roosevelt. The president listens to 
him more often than to any other, 
and is personally more attached 
to him. He is serious, intensely 
' partisan, imbued with a sehse of 
public service, but almost malig- 
nant in his dislike of new deal op* 


. ponents. He is the doyen of the 
- new deal left wing 


Harold L. Ickes, the administra- 
tion hatchet man, whose angry ad- 


jective* are * chief weapon «ff*in*t 
new deal enemies. From the pur- 
lieus of Illinois liberalism, he has 
risen, by chance and an ammemg 
power hunger, to b« one of the 
most influential men In Washing- 
ton. He is the new deal left wing's 
only real and trusted ally in the 
cabinet. He was not present at the 
dinner, but he was invited. 
Joseph B. Keenan, assistant to 
the attorney general. Under the 
genial exterior of the sort of poli- 
tician one sees In droves at race 
tracks, he conceal* much kindli- 
ness and good sense. His rise in the 
new deal has been slow. From dis- 
penser in chief of justice depart- 
ment patronage, his functions have 
been broadened until he now does 
many of the jobs which used to DP 
assigned to Postmaster General 
Farley. He is the practical politi- 
cian on the general staff, and a ris- 
ing star. 
David Niles, an obscure official 


of the WPA. A protege of Felix 
Frankfurter and a friend of Jimmy 
Roosevelt's Boston years, he is the 
least known and least important 
general staff member. A plump, 
dark little man, with an ingratiat- 
ing manner, he is well fitted for 
his duties, which are those of or- 
derly and message bearer. Sucn 
tasks as soliciting the CJ.O.'s huge 
1936 campaign contribution from 
John L. Lewis are assigned to him 
He used to run a left wing foruni 
in Boston, and la still, interestingly 
enough, officially connected with 
the La Follette progressive com- 
mitte, 


Jamea Roosevelt, who arranged 
the dinner meeting. He has solved 
for his father the ancient problem 
of men in power—finding subordi- 
nates whose interests are com- 
pletely .identical with their mas- 
ters. He is amiable, personable, 
shrewd and ambitious. After a pe- 
riod of strain, when big-wigs re- 
belled at accepting "an unhcked 
boy" as his father's representative, 
he is now doing his job efficiently 
and well. He is more a detail man 
than a policy maker. 
Two youngish leaders of the new 


deal left wing, notable for their in- 
tellectual brilliance and fondness 
for anonymity. They are the Idea- 
men of the general staff, and as 
important as .any other staff mem- 
ber except Hopkins.

House Bill All Right. 


Mrs. L. B. Maupin, secretary of 
the state committee for child labor 
ratification, received a telegram 
Thursday front the national child 
labor committee informing her 
that the wages and hours bill as it 
passed the house contains a child 
labor provision that is highly satis- 
factory. There is danger, however, 
that in the senate or conference 
committee this may be weakened, 
and all interested in the move- 
ment are asked to get in touch 
with their senators. 
Mrs. Maupin said that if the 
bill becomes a law in its present 
form the work of the 
national 


child labor committee which has 
been seeking ratification of the 
child labor amendment submitted 
to the states, will be ended. The 
provision in the bill is almost the 
same 
as the child labor law 
passed by congress in 1918, later 
declared Invalid by the courts. 
This law will take care of the 
question of child labor in inter- 
state commerce, and as Nebraska 
has a satisfactory law the agita- 
tion in this state will end. States 
that have no such law will be ex- 
pected to carry on.'

TVA HEARING. 


The inquiry of a joint congres- 


sional conimlttee into the affairs 
ot TVA opened \\ edneaday with 
the testimony of Dr. Arthur Mor- 
gan, long chief of the project and 
recently ousted by presidential ac- 
tion. Dr. Morgan began his testi- 
mony by loosing a barrage of 
charges against hi8 former col- 
leagues on the board, Dr. Harcourt 
A. Morgan and David E. L41ien- 
thal. 


The testimony of Dr. Morgan 


takes the place of th* prosecutor'* 
opening statement to the court. 
Dr. Arthur Morgan, while himself 
a member of the board during the 
period of board activity which the 
committee expects to investigate, 
stands opposed to the methods and 
conduct of the other members of 
the board and his testimony will 
constitute the charges against the 
other members which the commit- 
tee will look into. The testimony 
of Dr. Harcourt A. Morgan and 
David 
Lilienthal 
will 
probably 


make up the charges against Dr. 
Arthur Morgan. 


While the opening session was 


sensational because of the vig- 
orous nature of the testimony of 
Dr. Arthur Morgan, there are no 
conclusions to be drawn as yet and 
anyone who forms opinions at this 
time is not doing so with all Uie 
facts in mind. 


Without doubt Dr. Arthur Mor- 


gan Is sincere, honest, and uncom- 
promising. 
Appearing before the 


committee he was the grim, g&unt 
.Challenger. Other members of the 
board do deserve and will receive 
ft hearing, however, and their de- 
fenses against th« Arthur Morgan 
charges may throw a new light on 
the situation. They have been con- 
tent to withhold their views on the 
matter thus far. 
1 The investigation is in some re- 
•pects a victory for Dr. Arthur 
Morgan. He Insisted upon such a 
Bearing when the president tried 
tp get him to unburden himself to 
the chief executive privately. Dr. 
Morgan refused with some heat 
and the upshot of the whole dis- 
pute was the ousting of Arthur 
Morgan aa chairman. 
The con- 


gressional investigation, which he 
has regarded as th« proper method 
of probing the situation, was au- 
thorized largely thru his insis- 
tence. 


MR. DUNN IS BITTER. 


Samuel O. Dunn, editor of The 


Railway Age, grew a trifle rough 
in his discussion of unsound eco- 
nomic policies of government the 
other day. It is his opinion that 
"economic fools" and not economic 
royalists *re responsible for the 
•ituation 
the 
country 
ia now 


facing. Mr. Dunn has long been 
interested in railroads. He is a 
transportation expert. He blames 
present conditions on the fact that 
government has followed unsound 
policies, has interfered with the 
conduct of business and has im- 
posed on industry unwarranted 
penalties. He makes It plain that 
labor cannot be employed when 
the wheels of industry are stilled. 


Mr. Dunn is 
much 
concerned 


over the railway situation, as in- 
deed all railway men have been for 
a long while. The railroads are 
managed and controlled by repre- 
aentativea of theii owners, 
but 


the management and control is re- 
stricted by government regula- 
tions. Railroads cannot put into 
effect economies that other indus- 
tries are permitted 
to 
employ. 


They cannot change 
the rates 


charged for service without gov- 
ernment permission. They cannot 
reduce the pay schedules of their 
employes without labor troubles. 
They cannot Abandon unprofitable 
mileage nor m curtail loaing train 
•ervice without getting a permit 
to do so, and often their requests 
ar« refused. Because they mffcr 
from the stranglehold of govern- 
ment they are facing bankruptcy 
and ruin. 


The public will begin to appre- 


ciate the value of rail roads moat 
MI the service they can offer la 
diminished. 
When they am 
no 


longer abl« to give the service they 
have given in the piutt and which 
UM/ might well *IT* in tht Ntur*. 


th* folly or th* policy that hu 
b«en followed will be more th 
ever cmplia*i**d. Mr. Dunn may 
b« a bit rough in hi* characteriza- 
tion of tho« who are r«*pon*ible 
for present restriction* and lim- 
itations, but *uch merit a* may 
be found In his criticism will be 
recognized soon with a new un- 
derstanding, unlea* something u» 
done to remedy conditions. 


NEW IDEA WANTED. 


American* 
have 
long 
prided 


themselves on their ability to con- 
ceive new ideas and to put them 
into operation, to work out hew 
ways of doing the job which con- 
fronts them. 
With this in mind, 


the question is raised, why have 
we suddenly become imitators? 


Americans are spending their 


time watching 
the dictators of 


the world with the result that we 
are imitating them instead of put- 
ting our mind* on working out 
plan* of our own to meet 
the 


problem* we face. 


The fa*ci*t government* are at- 


tempting to diBaeminate their ideas 
by broadcasting them internation- 
ally. The United States promptly 
follows suit with an attempt 
to 


match broadcasts. It is even pro- 
posed tiiat the nation eiect special 
broadcasting facilities for this pur- 
pose. 
Dictators have resoi ted to 


the device of strengthening them- 
selves by denouncing other gov- 
ernments. 
Our 
public 
officials 


have turned to matching vitupera- 
tion. 


Th« world has gone in heavily 


for arms and the United State* 
plunges into the race In an effort 
to breast the tape ahead of the 
field. Other nation* cling to colo- 
nies and demand new ones. The 
United State* clings desperately to 
the Philippine and lay* claim to 
new and unimportant islets in the 
Pacific. 


While the United States Is imi- 


tating the fascist countries, being 
led into their way of thinking, it 
is forgetting that if democracy is 
to be preserved r it cannot be done 
by imitating fascist nations. And 
since actions speak louder than 
words, democratic 
actions 
will 


carry more weight than all the 
political preaching we may indulge 
in, in imitation of the dictator na- 
tions. 


A government official said re- 


cently, "There is no hope for the 
world unless somebody gets a new 
idea." The United States is the 
country which prides itself on its 
ideas. 
If we would concentrate 


more on affairs at home and less 
on developments abroad, that new 
idea would be conceived and the 
nation might lead th* world to 
peace, a place where propaganda, 
denunciation and battleships will 
never take It. 


The price of wheat has

MORE OB I-ESft PtmSONAL. 
The hundred million dollar* that 


th* government i* being asked to 
furnish for the purpose of buying 
the private power companies op- 
erating in the state will be merely 
a loan, which the people of Ne- 
braska who use electric energy will 
have to repay in one form or an- 
other. No provision is made, how- 
ever, in the setup of the plan, for 
securing an expression of opinion 
upon the question of whether they 
wish thus to burden themselves. 
If the city council of Hastings, for 
instance, deftired to take over the 
competing private plant, it could 
do nothing until it had submitted 
the proposal to the people and 
gained their consent.

And when they are tired, 
if ever, they sl**p in their owner's 
boudoir, in specially designed twin 
beds, fitted out by a gifted inte- 
rior decorator in the exact shades 
of cream and white to go with 
their type. In fact, they are being 
brought up as much as possible 
like babies, and for their short 
live* of 10 or 12 years they are 
being taught the manners and 
observances which we make the 
foundation for three score and ten. 
Maybe you think they are lucky 
dogs, but I have looked into their 
eyes . . . and take it from me, they 
are just a couple of anxious, be- 
wildered, frustrated little mutts 
who aren't allowed to be dogs and 
aren't able to be people. 


Then there is Mr. Z, who 
wouldn't know a rifle from a pop- 
gun, but who own* a hunting dog

any creature I know of. Another 
family in my suburb has a coach

lets him off the leash, and who is 
geared, I should say, to about five 
miles per week.

That a supposedly humanitarian 
agency of government should be 
managed 
by a 
man 
who has 


frankly become political in his 
behavior is something so shocking 
that it would be difficult to find a 
parallel in all the yean of political 
intrigue in the national capital. 


For the last two or three year*, 


it has been asserted by foes of the 
new deal that Harry Hopkins was 
using the relief administration to 
help the Roosevelt regime stay in 
office, but there was no evidence 
that the works progress adminis- 
trator himself had 
any 
political 


axes to grind or that he would 
tolerate it thruout his organization. 


Today, the American people have 


before them a frank confession. 
Mr. Hopkins, by prearranged Inter- 
view with a D«A Molnes newspaper, 
announces what he thinks should 
be done by the voters of Iowa as 
between tw.o candidates for the 
United States senate. If the an- 
nouncement had been made by 
Chairman Farley of the democratic 
national committee, it might have 
been assumed that it was a politi- 
cal step quite naturally taken by a 
political chieftain. But the works 
progress administration is sup- 
posed to be a non-partisan institu- 
tion. The man at the head of it is 
not a member of the cabinet itself, 
which, &£ A rule, has a more or leas 
political slant, but he is an ex- 
ecutive of one of 
the 
agencies 


created in national emergency for 
the purpose of dealing with the 
starving or destitute. 


It will be argued now quite logi- 


cally that Harry Hopkins can 
hardly administer the WPA job in 
an unpartisan way when he feels 
so deeply the political currents of 
the hour as to interest himself in 
trying to defeat a democratic sen- 
ator ,who happens not to have voted 
with President 
Roosevelt 
in his 


plan to "pack" the supreme court. 
Mr. Gillette of Iowa 
has 
shown 


himself independent of the admin- 
istration, and that apparently is 
his crime in the eyes of the presi- 
dent. 


It is said that Harry Hopkins is 


virtually the No. 1 man in the list 
of presidential advisers nowadays, 
but, whether he is No. 1 or No. 5, 
it is known he is frequently In con- 
ference with 
the 
president and 


wields considerable influence. The 
fact that he is as close as he is to 
the president has led to speculation 
as to whether Mr. Hopkins feels it 
his duty to manipulate the whole 
relief administration to help Mr. 
Roosevelt and his political causes. 


These assertions are no longer 


discussed merely by the opposing 
political party. Within the last 24 
hours, Brady M. Stewart, the cam- 
paign manager for Gov. Chandler 
of Kentucky, a new deal governor, 
who is running 
against Senator 


Barkley for the senatorial nomina- 
tion on the democratic ticket, has 
made serious charges which it is 
hard to see how congress can over- 
look. If what Mr. 
Stewart 
has 


written in an open letter to the 
president is corroborated-by a pub- 
lic inquiry, it means that someone 
might well be removed from office. 
Certainly, restrictions by congress 
on the "lending-spend ing" fund to 
prevent political chicanery has be- 
come the paramount issue of the 
hour, now that 
the 
Kentucky 


charges are in the open. 


"Every agency of 
the federal 


government 
dispensing 
relief," 


writes Mr. Stewart, "is resorting 
to methods and policies that are 
crudely reprehensible to force the 
citizens of this great common- 
wealth to support Senator Barkley. 


"For the first time in our ob- 


servation, the works progress ad- 
ministration which was conceived 
to feed the families of the unem- 
ployed, irrespective of the policies, 
race or creed of those to be served, 
thru its directing heads, is seek- 
ing to drive hungry and destitute 
people to vote for a certain candi- 
date for office. 


"Meetings and conferences have 


been held 
iri 
practically 
every 


county of the state by key men in 
places of importance in the works 
progress administration at which 
definite instructions were given to 
selected agents that on one should 
be placed on federal relief except 
upon the advice of Senator Bark- 
ley's campaign managers in the 
respective counties. 


"Furthermore, these same agents 


have been required to inform all 
those individuals who seek federal 
assistance that unless they are for 
the candidate for senator whom the 
heads of the relief administration 
are supporting there will be neither 
relief funds nor jobs for them." 


Can congress ignore these com- 


plaints and can Harry Hopkins 
himself fail to insist upon a. com- 
plete investigation by an impar- 
tial tribunal of high-minded citi- 
zens to determine just what Is 
happening not only in Kentucky, 
but in 
Pennsylvania and 
other 


states where relief funds are used 
to get voters to cast their ballots 
in a certain way? 


Surely, the very 
integrity of 


decent and honest government is 
at stake now. All the virtues of the 
new deal and its splendid aspira- 
tions for a better national economy 
are more than overshadowed by 
the issues that have been raised 
in the charges against the WPA. 


Time and again, the American 


people have abandoned party lines 
to administer a rebuke at the polls 
to those who have grafted in muni- 
cipal government or 
have 
been 


guilty of wrong doing in state gov- 
ernment. The issue of morality in 
the federal government usually has 
to come to an acute stage before 
it becomes sensational. The issue 
has been placed now squarely on 
the doorstep of the white house 
not by a republican, not by an old 
dealer and not 
by A scion 
of 


wealth, but by a democratic gov- 
ernor of a state who haa supported 
new deal measures. Gov. Chand- 
ler mint have had peculiarly good 
opportunities to know whereof his 
campaign manager speaks and he 
must have deeply felt the provoca- 
tion when he undertook to allow

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 
Singular Effect* of Hypoglyeemla. 


Practically all food which pro- 
vides the energy necessary 
to 
w*rk, play or exercise in any way 
is converted by digestion into glu- 
cose and stored in the liver and in 
the muscles in the form of "animal 
starch," glycogen, until it is needed. 
This glycogen is quickly converted 
into glucose (blood sugar) when 
fuel is needed. The amount of su- 
gar present in the blood remains 
constantly at a certain level—from 
.08 percent In a fasting person to 
.18 percent after a hearty meal or 
after a gorge on ice cream, candy 
or other sweet. In other words, 
the blood of a normal individual 
contains approximately two-thirds 
of an ounce ot sugar at all times, 
sugar ready for immediate use. In 
reserve behind this trigger quick 
energy i* the much larger quantity 
of flycogen stored in the liver and 
muscles. 


It is now fairly well known that 
contestants in «. marathon race, 
in a long swim or any other test 
of endurance arc less likely to col- 
lapse or lose consciousness or be- 
come helpless with exhaustion if 
they get some form of sugar along 
the way—say well sweetened tea 
or other sweetened beverage, milk, 


even very sweet fruit juice, candy, 
milk chocolate or any food in 
which starch or sugar is a large 
ingredient. That is because the 
extraordinary physical effort rap- 
idly uses up the sugar in the 
blood and the sugar freshly formed 
by conversion of the available gly- 
cogen. After this, if the demand 
for energy continues, when the 
blood sugar level is very low. col- 
lapse is inevitable unless some 
more sugar can quickly be ob- 
tained. 


Now some individuals who take 
no exercise at all to speak of 
nevertheless have spells or seizures 
due to hypoglycemia, low blood 
sugar. Without attempting to ac- 
count for such spells now, we may 
say simply that such functional 
hypoglycemia sometimes produces 
singular effects. Sudden inexpli- 
cable sense of weariness, weakness 
or exhaustion, perhaps accompa- 
nied with a mental hiatus or even 
a momentary loss of consciousness 
not unlike the typical seizure of 
petit mal (minor epilepsy). Or in 
other instances the hypoglycemia 
manifests itself merely as an ex- 
treme sense of weariness 
or 
fatigue or inability to carry on, felt 
along toward the tag- end of the 
forenoon, or the afternoon, that is, 
three hours or more after the last 
meal. 


Thousands of people who have 
mild hypoglycemia of this type 
make the serious mistake of re- 
sorting to alcohol, tobacco or even 


drugs to "tide over" of to dull 
consciousness of the warning. The 
remedy best adapted to prevent 
and 
cure hypoglycemia is, of 
course, sugar. Food. Milk. Fruit 
juice. Candy. Chocolate bar. Sand- 
wich. Ice cream. Crackers, Bread 
and butter. It doesn't matter what 
carbohydrate you prefer or can 
gel; only don't go more than four 
hours without some such genuine 
pick-me-up. This applies especially 
In case you are trying to control 
overweight by diet—you will h«v« 
mor* success with any reducing 
regimen if you can manage to 
avoid hypoglycemia.

Pupils 


Copeland Is in Favor 


of Examinations at 
Intervals in School 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D. 
United States senator from N^w Tork 


Former Commissioner of Health. 
New York City 


MORE THAN one million school 
children in the city of New York 
recently observerj Health Day. A 
day was set aside for teachers to 
stress the importance of health. 
That was a valuable school day. 
In addition to teaching the ad- 


vantages 
of 
following 
sensible 
health rules, various tests were 
made. The pupils were examined 
for 
defects in vision, hearing, 


height, weight, posture, etc. In this 
manner many minor defects that 
would otherwise have been over- 
looked were detected. The .parents 
of each child in need of attention 
were sent a report telling the need 
of medical and dental treatment. 


This procedure, if generally used, 
is capable of curbing many ail- 
ments and defects of childhood. It 
will help improve the general wel- 
fare of our school children. Such 
A health day might well be set aside 
in every school. The defects of 
early childhood grow into disabili- 
ties which serve as 
stumbling 
blocks in later life. 


Regular Examinations 


Young children should be exam- 


ined periodically. Definite efforts 
should 
be made to determine 


whether they are properly nour- 
ished, and are obtaining sufficient 
sleep and relaxation,' Personal hy- 
giene and sanitation 
must be 
stressed. 
In the larger schools, pupils who 


are found to suffer from perma- 
'nent defects should be assigned to 
spaclal classes. But surely, if pos- 
sible, the defects should be correct- 
ed so that the child may make the 
normal progress in school. In any 
event, if a defect or disability is 
found, it should not be neglected. 


All school,authorities agree that 


many of the children who appear 
backward in their school work are 
usually those who suffer physical 
defects. It can be readily seen 
that if a child has poor vision or 
impaired hearing, it would be diffi- 
cult for him to make the expected 
progress in his school work. Ob- 
viously the underweight and nerv- 
ous child will be subject to many 
disorders which will cause frequent 
absence from school and failure to 
progress.Prevention Best 


For years the medical profession 
has stressed the importance of the 
periodic health examinations which 
I have frequently mentioned.L It is 
• through ttfS? discoveries made in 
auch examinations that certain 
chronic disorders can be prevented. 
These periodic visits to the doctor 
are highly recommended, not only 
for the school child but for the 
adult as well.

Electric Fan Will Do 


an Excellent Job if 
It's Used Pix>perly 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


IT'S TIME to get busy if you 


want the house to be comfortable 
during: the torrid season. Air con- 
ditioning is all very nice, but it is 
not yet down to the average purse, 
although efficient portable humidi- 
fiers are very much cheaper than 
when first introduced. To many of 
us, the means of combatting heat 
in the house is still via the good 
old electric fan route. 


"We were talking with the engi- 
neer of a famous electrical appli- 
ance manufacturing concern re- 
cently, and he told us lots of things 
we didn't know and suggested that 
many a veteran fan user isn't get- 
ting the best out of his electric 
fans. We learned that the average 
life of a fan is 20 years. Too few 
users appreciate that a fan's value 
does not li«s in a direct blast of air, 
but in a constantly maintained cir- 
culation. 
It is good practice to 
place the fan upon the floor when 
this can safely be done, in order 
that It may stir up the cooler air 
that is always found nearer the 
floor. It is good hot weather prac- 
tice to place the fan in or near an 
open window at night with win- 
dows across the room also open, 
so that stale air may be constantly 
exhausted. 


Not Direct Cooling 


We learned that the fan is not a 


direct cooling device because it 
doesn't actually change the tem- 
perature of the air. But it will 
change the temperature of a per- 
son using it by evaporation of body 
moisture. This principle is beat il- 
•lustrated by the fact that in hot 
weather it is usually cooler out- 
doors where there is free circula- 
tion than indoors where circulation 
is hampered by enclosing walls. A 
quiet, slow fan adjustment, with 
the breeze creating a general cir- 
culation in the room, is better by 
far than a high apeed gale blowing 
directly on the user. 


A fan that has become increas- 
ingly popular IS the pedestal type 
fan. 
This type of fan is a great 


convenience because it means an 
end of that "building up" with the 
aid of books and things, that was 
so often necessary with the desk 
type of fan. We tried them out 
last summer and found that placing 
a pedestal fan by an open window, 
we exhausted stale air and drew 
cool air into the room. This year 
we are promised new pedestal fans, 
super-quiet affairs. So now we can 
afford to look the thermometer in 
the eye without fear.

Salad Shelf 


Saves Work

DO YOU like things tidy, like 


Maiy's garden, "all in a row"? Do 
you hke to know that you can find 
anything1 you want in the kitchen 
just when you want it ? Are you 
an enthusiast for herbs and flavor- 
ings? Well, then, if none of those 
classifications hits you, do you like 
good salad ? Ah, that does it! 
Then start a salad shelf.1 


A salad shelf is one or a group 


of shelves in your kitchen or pantry 
devoted to the things you use for 
making- salads, especially salad 
dressings. Put up a shelf, or use 
one in your cabinet. 
Decorate it 


appropriately. Then collect all the 
ingredients (the nonperi^hable and 
bottled, canned and packaged ones) 
you use for French dressing and its 
counties? variations. 
Arrange on the shelf sucli things 
as the vinegar, mustard, sugar, 
salt, pepper, cayenne, paprika, 
Worcestershire sauce, horseradish, 
relish, garlic buds, ce'ory and onion 
salts, curry powder, salad oil and 
a few cans of fruit juice, too. Under 
the shelf hang your utensils—sharp 
scissors, vegetable cutters, colan- 
der, can opener, etc. Line up your 
bowl, fork and spoon. Then get 
ready for delicious salads all spring 
and summer long-. With the col- 
lection put your pet recipes. 


And talking about recipes, here 


is an excellent one. Frozen date 
and cheese salad needs a three- 
ounce package of cream cheese, 
three tablespoons milk, one-half 
cup each whipped cream and may- 
onnaise, one-half cup each chopped 
dates and blanched almonds, two 


teaspoons lemon juice, lettuce and" 
maraschino cherries. Blend cream 
cheese with milk, stir in mayon- 
naise, then fold in whipped cream, 
chopped dates, blanched almonds 
and lemon juice. Pour into refrig- 
erator trays and freeze until firm. 
UnmolU, slice and serve on crisp 
lettuce, garnished with maraschino 
cherries. Serve with lemon cream 
mayonnaise. To make this delect- - 
able dressing, you will need one 
egg, a cup of oil\ °ne tablespoon, 
prepared mustard, tablespoon sUg-- 
ar, one-quarter teaspoon salt and> 
two tablespoons lemon juice. Beat 
egg and oil in electric mixer at hlghi 
speed or beat vigorously with hand 
beater. When stiff, add remaining 
ingredients; beat slowly until well 
blended. This recipe makes one 
and a half cups.

trump, but at rubber bridge the 
bonus for aces and the scoring su- 
penority of no trump were unimpor- 
tant as compared with the slightly 
greater safety factor in a suit con- 
tract. The main point, however, was 
to reach any grand slam. It was, of 
course. North's four club bid, and 
South's shrewd inference from that 
bid that induced South's leap from 
four to seven. First, let us consider 
the bid itself. North had almost the 
values for a positive response lo the 
opening two bid. 
On the second 


round of budding he decided that 
merely to rebid three no trump and 
leave South m ignorance of the club 
suit would be unduly conservative. 
South's opening bid had announced 
that he was prepaied lor game even 
if Norlh had a " bust" hand. Surely 
the possession of a king, queen, and 
Jack, as well as a live card suit, justi 
fied a little effort on North's part.. 
When the four club bid reached South 
he was able to draw a perfect deduc- 
tion. Counting the potential tricks 
in the combined hands. South did not 
make the mistake of depending mere- 
ly on five club tricks, five diamonds, 
and his two aces. Knowing North's 
reliability. South could be sure that 
North would not bid four clubs if he 
held only five clubs to the Q-10, nor 
would he make that bid with an out 
side queen or two. The minimum 
values in North's hand that would 
justify his going past the thiee np 
trump level with the mention of a 
minor suit were either a six card club 
suit or, if only a five card suit, an 
outside king. In either case South 
could count thirteen highly probable 
tricks 


It will be noted that any action on 


South's part, other than jumping di- 
rectly to the grand slam, hardly could 
.Have succeeded. Suppos*. for exam- 
ple, that South had jumped to six no 
trump o\ er the four clubs. 
This 


would have been Q ten ideally strong 
bid, yet North still would not have 
been able to go to seven 
In that 


case North could have advanced with 
perfect logic the fact that his four 
club bid already had conveyed the 
picture of his hand. It was South, 
not North, who could count up to 
thirteen tricks.

TO ATTRACT INDUSTRY 


Group of 11 Organize in 


Attempt to Cash in on 


Decentralization 


NEW YORK. UP). The west— 


that area they used to peddle 
brochures about at a dime a copy, 
lavishly illustrated with bad men 
holding up 
railroad 
trains—has 


come forward with a plan to help 
prevent future economic depres- 
sions. 


The people behind it have in- 


corporated the idea as "the in- 
dustrial west," and 
the 
funda- 
mental principle is that the day of 
American opportunity, such 
as 
that enjoyed by Andrew Carnegie 
and Henry Ford, is far from its 
sunset. 


In a word, the industrial west- 
erners argue that a decentraliza- 
tion of American industry will go 
a long way toward whipping the 
country's economic travail. George 
Malone, consulting engineer-man- 
ager of the organization, was in 
town this week to talk with the 
heads of some of the large steel 
companies. 


"It looks good," he said as he 


threw assorted shirts and socks in 
the general direction of a traveling 
bag. 


"The steel people are interested. 
It's bound to come. Our 11 west- 
tern states have everything—the 
natural resources and the power. 
Industry is going to move in 
"The psychology of the country 


must be changed if we are going 
to avoid recurrent economic trou- 
bles, with millions on relief. Who 
is going to deny that the current 
slump is psychological ? All the 
people have to realize is that op- 
portunity still exists." 


The 
states 
involved, Malone 


went on, were Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming. They con- 
tain, he remarked in passing, 40 
percent of the area of the United 
States, 10 percent of the popula- 
tion and 15 percent of the power 
supply. 
"But," he added quickly, "in 


five more years, when the large 
power projects now under way are 
operating, 25 percent of ay the 
generating capacity of the nation 
will be in those 11 states." 


Then he took up the project, 


which in plan had assumed heroic 
proportions, from the standpoint 
of national derensr 
"What are the vital metals?" he 


asked 
challengingly. 
"They're 


chrome, tungsten and manganese. 
We've got to have those in war- 
time Of our chrome, 95 percent 
is imported, of our tungsten 70 
percent, and of our manganese 
practically all of it. 
"There's no reason 
for that. 


We've got those metals, 
"It's a new frontier," he de- 


claimed, "but the west is unbal- 
anced industrially. We've got a 
combination of steam and elec- 
Lric power, and we've got the raw 
materials and adequate transpor- 
tation, and down in South America 
we've got customers crying for 
our products. What are we waiting 
for?"

Electric Fan Will Do 


an Excellent Job if 
It's Used Properly 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


IT'S TIME to get busy if you 


want the house to be comfortable 
during the torrid season. Air con- 
ditioning is all very nice, but it is 
not yet down to the average purse, 
although efficient portable humidi- 
fiers are very much cheaper than 
when first introduced. To many of 
us, the means of combatting1 heat 
In the house is st'll via the good 
Old electric fan route. 


V'c were talking with the engi- 


TJcor of a famous electrical appli- 
ance manufacturing concern re- 
cently, anrl he told us lots of things 
we didn't know and suggested that 
many a veteran fan user isn't get- 
ting the best out of his electric 
fans. We learned ^that the average 
life of a fan is 20 years. Too few 
tisers appreciate that a fan's value 
does not hs in a direct blast of air, 
but in a constrntly maintained cir- 
culation. 
It is good practice to 


place the fan upon the floor when 
this can safely be done, in order 
that it mry stir up the cooler air 
that is always found nearer the 
floor. It i& good hot weather prac- 
tice to place the fan in or near an 
open window at night with win- 
dows across the room also open, 
so that stale air may be constantly 
exhausted. 


Not Direct Cooling 


"We learned that the fan is not a 


direct cooling device because it 
doesn't actually change the tem- 
perature of the air. But it will 
change the temneratiire of a per- 
son using it by evaporation of body 
moisture. Tlvs principle ii best il- 
lustratetj ny the fact that in hot 


. weather it is usually cooler out- 


doors where there is free circula- 
tion than indoors where circulation 
Is hampered by enclosing walls. A 
quiet, slow fan adjustment, with 
the breeze creating a general cir- 
culation in the room, is better by 
far than a high speed gale blowing 
directly on the user. 


A fan that has become increas- 


ingly popular is the pedestsl type 
fun. Th's type of fan is a great 
convenience because it means an 
end cf th-t "building up" with the 
ft:d of books and th'r^s, th?t was 
so often necessary with the tins1* 
type or fan. We tiled them out 
last summer and found that placing 
a pedestal fan by an open window, 
we exhausted stale air and drew 
cool air into the room. This year 
we are promised now pedestal fans, 
super-quiet affairs. So now we can 
afford to look the thermometer in 
the eye without fear.

Mary's garden, "all In a row" ? Do 
you like to know that you can find 
anything you want in tne kitchen 
just when you want it?

A salad shelf is one or a group 


of shelves in your kitchen or pantry 
devoted to the things you use for 
making: salads, especially salad 
dressings.

Then collect all the 
ingredients (the nonperishable and 
bottled, canned and packaged ones) 
you use for French dressing and its 
countless variations.

recently observed Health Day.1 A, 
day wtu set aside for teachers tfe 
stress the importance of health.

made. The pupils were examine^!

for 
defects in vision, hearing,

height, weight, posture, etc. In thin' 
manner many minor defects that 
would otherwise have been over- 
looked were detected.

were sent a report telling the. need 
of medical and dental treatment.' 


This procedure, if generally used, 


is capable ot curbing many '*0- , 
ments and defects of childhood. It 
will help improve the general we!-" 
fare of our school children. Such 
a health day might well be set a*id« 
in every school.

Regular Examinations 


Young children should be exam* 


med periodically. Definite effort* 
should 
be made to 
determine 


whether they are properly nour- 
ished and are obtaining: sufficient 
sleep and relaxation.

In the larger schools, pupil J'who, 


are found to suffer from perma- ' • 
nent defects should b* assigned to 
special classes. But surely, it pos- 
sible, the defects should be correct* 
ed so that the child may make th* 
normal progress In school. In any 
event, if a defect or disability i» 
, 


found, it should not be neglected, 


All school authorities mffr*e that 


many of the children who appear 
backward in their school work ar* • , 
usually those who suffer phyilc4l 
defects. It can be readily M*n 
that if a child has poor vision, or 
impaired hearing-, it would be dim- 
cult for him to make the expected 
progress in-hls school work. Ob- 
viously the underweight and nerv- 
ous child will be subject to many 
disorders which will cause frequent 
absence from school and failure t* 
progress, 


Prevention Beet 


For year* the medical profession 


lias stressed the importance ot the 
periodic health examinations which 
I have frequently mentioned. It i* 
through the discoveries mad* in. 
such examinations that certain 
chronic disorders can be prevented. 
These periodic visits to the doctor 
are highly recommended, not only 
for the school child but for the 
adult as well. 


If you or your children hsve not 


recently consulted the doctor, novr 
is the time to take inventory of the 
iiealth of your family. Do not over- 
ook the importance of this matter. 
It is far better to guard against 
disease rather than to await it and 
then attempt the cure,
